Donald Volk, representing Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at the city 
council meeting last week asked council to endorse its plan to apply 
tor federal government direct loans and informed council that it 


is preparing an application for 
He sister of Historic Sites. 

James W. Smith, president of 
GHI, in a letter to City Manager 
James Giese on Nov. 20, said that 
GHI would like to apply for $3 mil 
lion in Section 312 funds for rehabil 
itation loans. The loans carry a 3 
percent interest rate and may have 
loan periods up to 20 years. And 
loans up to $3,450 per dwelling unit 
may be lent without securing it 
with a first mortgage, which Smith 
and Volk say is particularly appeal 
ing to GHI. 

The letter states, “GHI would, 
under this program, obtain reha 
bilitation loans for each individual 
unit and. thereby, eliminate the 
need to place a mortgage on CfHI 
property for its member-adopted 
rehabilitation program.’* 

Volk asked council to endorse 
the concept, asked them to serve as 
a Section 312 loan processing re¬ 
source and asked the city to re¬ 
quest state participation in prepar¬ 
ing an application to promote the 
concept. 

"The city’s role would be a vital 
element in this program,” Volk said. 
He added that the city would not 
have to make any financial contri ¬ 
butions in the program. 

Section 312 funds are limited for 
municipalities, however, Volk said. 

There is a “special set-aside” of 
about $20 million in funds by the 
HUD Secretary for innovative pro¬ 
jects, he said, and GHI would like 
to apply for $3 million under this 
program. 

Councilman Thomas White said 
that the city has already endorsed 


HI to be placed on v the National 

a concept such as the one proposed 
by GHI. “Council has committed 
themselves to be a loan processor 
before,” he said. 

Council endorsed the concept and 
will discuss it further at the next 
meeting. Giese said he would write 
a letter to the state from the city 
asking them to cooperate. 

National Register of Historic Sites 

Volk also informed coimcil that 
board members of GHI voted on 
Nov. 16 to prepare an application 
to place GHI on the National Reg¬ 
ister of Historic Sites. 

He said he wanted the city to 
support the application and possib¬ 
ly include other portions of Green¬ 
belt on the application, “Greenbelt 
belongs on the National Register 
— it is a milestone in town plan¬ 
ning,” Volk said. 

An advantage of being on the 
National Register for GHI would 
be that it would qualify for rehabil¬ 
itation loans, with the loans being 
insured by the federal government. 

White said that since time is not 
critical right now, there should be 
a public hearing on the matter. 
Councilman Richard Castaldi a- 
greed and said that he would like 
a Dec. 4 public hearing, the date 
of the next city council meeting. 
Volk said the deadline for applica¬ 
tions is Dec. 15.

Council also passed a coopera¬ 
tive agreement to participate with 
the county in the fifth year Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grant 
Program. 


Council Ponders Post Office 
Possibilities; Decision Deferred

City councilmen, meeting in a work session on November 21 
with postal service representatives George Dennison and George 
Glover, wondered why the Parkway site was chosen, what were 
the possibilities of other sites, and what the needs of*the post 
office were. After some discussion, Dennison asked whether the 
post office should hold up the project, although he explained that 
it was hoped to complete the contracts for the land and architect 
and engineering firm in two weeks. Therefore, council decided 
to discuss the post office site at the next council meeting on 
December 4. 


Dennison answered one question 
succinctly with “we need some¬ 
thing larger.” Earlier in Novem¬ 
ber, Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
membership approved the sale to 
the postal service of 1.39 acres 
on the southwestern corner of Cres¬ 
cent and Parkway roads for a new, 
larger facility. Councilman Richard 
Castaldi asked whether there was 
any possible way to keep the fa¬ 
cility in or near the center. To 
this Glover responded “We don't 
feel we’re far from the center . . 
at most it’s a five minute walk.” 

Councilman Thomas White felt 
it was necessary to evaluate all 
possible locations in or close to 
the center Dennison asked “Is 
there a site?” Factors the post 
office would consider in site selec¬ 
tion would be cost and size-the post 
office needs a little more than an 
acre, he explained. As far as the 
use of Candy Cane City was con¬ 
cerned Glover felt it was not big 
enough and that it was on a flood 
plain. Castaldi responded that he 
did not think it was within the 100 
year flood. He also suggested that 
the building could be on the. park¬ 
ing lot near Candy Cane City and 
the area behind that could be used 
for post office parking. 

Qn the other hand, Councilman 


Charles S eh wan noted that such 
an alternative would take down 
some trees while Parkway was one 
third cleared already. Mayor Ri¬ 
chard Pilski stated that he did not 
view' the parking lot as a suitable 
site. He noted that individuals 
would have to climb stairs to use 
the center if the post office were 
at that location. In reference to 
the impact of the post office leav¬ 
ing the center, he felt the Parkway 
site was still close enough. “I 
don't have this tremendous fear 
about Parkway,” he said. If the 
post office moved, he suggested the 
bank and Twin Pines could expand, 
thus aiding the center. Councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld felt the parking lot 
location would lock out large com¬ 
munity uses, such as the Labor Day 
Festival and other possible future 
uses of the area. 

After White wondered about the 
use of a building that had served 
Greenbelt for years, Dennison said 
it could continue for the next twen¬ 
ty years “but it wouldn’t be as good 
as we want ... it would cost a 
lot of money to operate that way.” 
Glover felt the post office could not 
stay where it was because the build¬ 
ing was too small. Saying that it 
was not possible to enlarge the 
See POST OFFICE, page 4, col.

Public Hearing Dec. 12 

Greenbelt Metro Station

The Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) will hold the long-awaited Greenbelt Metro Station 
hearing at 7:30 p.m., Tuesday, December 12 at Greenbelt Junior 
High School. The WMATA staff will present specific proposals 
for the station and accompanying service yard that terminate the 
future 13.91 mile E route extension of the Green Line. Since 
private properties are involved, the staff will discuss the issues 
and field questions from concerned citizens. 


All owners of property adjacent 
to the future tracks will be notified 
of the hearing by registered letter, 
in addition to the general public 
invitation. 

Citizens wishing to air their op¬ 
inions should supply the following 
written information to WMATA by 
Thursday, December 7: name, ad¬ 
dress, telephone number, and any 
pertinent organizational affiliation. 
Address to Mr Delmer Ison, Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer, WMATA, 600 Fifth 
Street NW, Washington, DC. 20001. 
While registration for testimony is 
not mandatory, those who do so will 
be heard first. Planners will re¬ 
strict testimony to five minutes 
each person. More detailed, written 
testimony may be submitted in ad¬ 
vance of the hearing. 

Public Facilities 

The alignment runs along east of 
and parallel to the B&O railroad 
tracks from Greenbelt Road to Sun- 
nyside Avenue north of the Capital 
Beltway. The 600-ft. long partially- 
covered station would be situated 
on land now owned by Springhill 
Lake. Passengers would enter the 
complex via a west-bound 1-495 
exit (not an issue at the hearing) or 
Cherrywood Lane. Cherrywood 
Lane facilities include 14 bus bays, 
44 kiss-and-ride passenger unload¬ 
ing spaces and about 1000 regular 
parking spaces. For 1-495 commut¬ 
ers, plans for eight bus bays, 25 
comuter bus spaces, 78 kiss-and- 
ride spaces and room for 2000 con¬ 
ventional parking spaces have been 


designed. Pedestrian traffic from 
the Greenbelt community must use 
Cherrywood Lane. 

Riders will enter the station at 
the mezzanine level on which fare- 
card machines are located and then 
ascend to the station platform by 
escalator or elevator 

Also at issue at the hearing is the 
Metro storage yard, north of the 
Beltway with its private access road 
to Sunnyside Avenue. 

' City Concerns 

Greenbelt City Manager James K, 
Giese brought up several concerns 
regarding the access plans at the 
November 20 council meeting.. He 
listed as problems: The lack of a 
short, direct pedestrian crossing 
from Springhill Lake to the stat- 
tion; no extension of Cherrywood 
Lane to provide easy access from 
northern Greenbelt; and a possibly 
dangerous factor where residents of 
the Hollywood section of College 
Park might try to cross both the 
B&O and Metro tracks from the 
west. These concerns and others 
were the subject of the City Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board (APB) meet¬ 
ing yesterday. The APB will sub¬ 
mit their findings at the December 
4 city council meeting 

According to WMATA Public 
Hearing Assistant Fairfax McCan- 
dlish, “This segment does not in¬ 
volve as many controversial items 
as other parts of the E route - 
there isn’t as much disruption since

GREENBELT BUS ROUTES CHANGE 
TO SYNCHRONIZE WITH METRO

Beginning Monday, December 3, Greenbelters will have 
Metro bus connections to the recently opened New Carrollton 
Metro station . All express R-ll and R-15 buses will travel be¬ 
tween Greenbelt and New Carrollton. These will run during the 
morning and evening rush hours only. 


Greenbelters can also take the 
T-16 to the New Carrollton sta¬ 
tion. Starting December 3 the T-16 
will come into the center of Green¬ 
belt from Beltway Plaza by way 
of Lakecrest Dr., Lakeside Dr., 
Westway and Crescent to the Cen¬ 
ter. It will leave by way of Gar¬ 
denway, Ridge Rd., Southway to 
Greenbelt Rd. The return trip will 
be made in the opposite direction. 
Previously this bus ran on Green¬ 
belt Rd. and did not come into the 
center of the city. 

The T-16 will run six days per 
week (no Sunday service). Monday 
through Friday it will run every 
half hour during rush hours and 
every hour during non rush hours. 
On Saturday there will be hourly 
service. 

The Rr-12 local will also have a 
change in schedule. After Monday 
all R-12 buses leaving Greenbelt 
will terminate at the new Dean- 
wood station instead of the Stadi¬ 
um/Armory where it presently 
ends. 

Greenbelters may find that they 
save both time and money, espe¬ 
cially during non-rush hours, by 
taking the T-16 to the New Carroll¬ 
ton station and then taking the 
subway into the District of Colum¬ 
bia. For example, the non-rush hour 
fare to New Carrollton is 40c and 
the fare from New Carrollton to 
Farragut Square, 50c. Going on 
the R-12 to Deanwood would mean 
paying 60c plus 50c for the train. 
The latter trip would also take 
longer. 

During rush hour, however, the 
express R-ll and R-15 buses would 
get to the New Carrollton station 
faster than the T-16. The rush 
hour R-12 local, terminating at 
Deanwood, would take longest. 

Greenbelters not using the ex¬ 
press buses will have to weigh the 
convenience of a bus stop close to 
their homes against walking to the 
center to catch a bus for possible 
savings of time and money.

Greenbelt Center Foil Results

The Greenbelt News* Review sent reporters out on November 7 , elec¬ 
tion day, to make a spot check of Greenbelt voters to find out what stores 
they patronize in the Greenbelt Center and what types of businesses they 
would like to see open up. 

The combined results of the pool show an overwhelming use of the 
Ben Franklin store, the post office, the Co-op grocery store, and High’s 
dairy store, with further patronage dispersing, depending upon the poll¬ 
ing location. 

While mall owner George Cristacos suggests renovating the vacant 
theatre into a mini- mall, most voters revealed that they would rather see 
a high quality restaurant established. (One suggested a tea room.) The 
hardware store option ran a close second among respondents. 

Numerous other suggestions included: a bar, liquor store, bookstore, 
thrift shop, sporting goods store, a hobby shop, a children’s clothing store, 
pet store, small appliance repair, shoe store, and a fabric store. 

One respondent summed things up by suggesting that the consign¬ 
ment shop, needlework shop, craft shop and plant store be combined and 
that the hardware store be added to Ben Franklin. 

At the North End School, eight people felt that the absence of the 
movie theatre in the center was unfortunate and would like to see it 
return. 

Results from the Springhill Lake polling place differed remarkably 
from the rest of Greenbelt. Six of the 38 polled admitted that they never 
visit the Center mall while three others use the post office only. 

The appearance of the mall concerned many. A major facelift wa^ 
recommended by one Center School voter, who suggested improving store 
fronts and windows, using real brick. Another individual felt replacing 
the statue with a fountain and fish would be a good idea. Still another 
thought the store fronts should have a Colonial decor. Others offered 
comments from “the center is convenient," and "modernize and fix the 
sidewalks,” to "something needs to be done.” 

Although nothing was said about the post office by those taking the 
poll, several people volunteered the information that they did not want 
to see the post office closed or moved. Only one person said he thought 
rhe post office should be moved to a new site.

APB Comments on Golden Triangle

Two Advisory Planning Board (APB) reports were accepted 
by the Greenbelt City Council at its regular meeting on Novem¬ 
ber 17. Report #203, regarding a revised concept plan of the 
Golden Triangle did not put forward any specific recommendations 
but contained comments and suggestions about the plan. 


The Board found an absence of 
recreational facilities in the devel¬ 
opment; an overage of office space, 
which was totaled at 540,000 square 
feet but had been limited by the 
County Planning Board to 450,000 
square feet. 

It finds the 20 story height of the 
proposed office building too high 
and notes that only one restaurant 
is planned for the complex whose 
size indicates that more would be 
needed. Also the projected 440-room 
hotel/motel appears too small. 

The board commented that the 
plan does not allow for future, pe¬ 
destrian facilities which might 
cross the Beltway and Kenilworth 
via that property. The APB sug¬ 
gested that the proposed interior 
pedestrian/bicycle circulation sys¬ 
tem be more clearly defined. Also 
they would like to see a clearer de¬ 
lineation of the access to city pro¬ 
perty at the north end of the Tri¬ 
angle, an access which they felt 
should be via easement or right-of- 
way. 

The APB voiced its opposition to 
any direct access from Greenbelt 
Rd, or Kenilworth Ave. for indi¬ 
vidual lots, specifically the lot at 
the corner of Walker Drive and 
Greenbelt Hoad. 

Report 204 

The APB’s report to council on 
the preliminary plan of subdivision 
for the Mobil Oil Station on the 
corner of Crescent and Centerway 
was accepted. The board recom¬ 
mended that the matter of the side¬ 
walks in the area of the station be 
resolved before approval is given 
to the plan which was previously 
filed and approved by the County 
Planning Board, 

The board supports a sidewalk 
along the front of the property, a 
feature of the plan, but opposes the 
elimination of the sidewalk present¬ 
ly running through the property. It 
is not in favor of the proposal to 
institute food and snacks in this 
location as it could prove injurious 
to stores in the Center.

Holiday Accidents 
Below Last Year s

Greenbelt police responded to 
four car accidents over the Thanks¬ 
giving Holiday weekend in which 
five persons were injured. Accord¬ 
ing to police reports, as compared 
with last year’s figures, this is a 
substantially lower number. 

Two of the accidents happened 
on Wednesday evening. The first, 
at 6:25 p.m., involved two cars on 
Greenbelt Road near Hanover 
Parkway. One car, carrying four 
passengers and apparently travel¬ 
ing at high speed east bound on 
Greenbelt Road, hit the rear of a 
one passenger car stopped at a red 
light. 

The driver of the first car was 
charged with driving under the in¬ 
fluence. Three persons were in¬ 
jured and transported to Prince 
Georges Hospital. 

The second accident happened 
only 10 minutes later at 6:35 p.m., 
on Greenbelt Road near the inter¬ 
section with Kenilworth Avenue. 
One car traveling east on Greenbelt 
Road, had gone through the inter¬ 
section and crossed over the median 
strip and hit a van traveling west. 
Both drivers were injured and ta¬ 
ken to Doctor’s Hospital. There 
were no passengers. 

The other two accidents occurred 
on Saturday. At 11 a.m. a parked 
ear was apparently backed into by 
a trash truck on Rreezewood Drive 
in Springhill Lake. No one was 
injured. 

At 12:30 p.m,, one car went off 
the road and hit a stop sign at 
Research Road and Ridge Road. No 
one was injured and the driver 

was charged with failure to drive 
in a single lane.

COUNCIL VOTES TO RECONSIDER 
F-6 BUS ROUTE AFTER PROTEST

Should the F-6 Metrobus continue to traverse the block-long 
section of Westway from-the stop-sign at Ridge Rd. to the stop- 
sign at Crescent Rd. as it nears the completion of its run (currently 
Silver Spring to Greenbelt) with only a few passengers remaining, 
if any? Council voted at its October 23 meeting to reconsider 
the position it took on the same question in early May. 

At that time, after many raeet- 


ings, public hearings and polls, 
council took no action to change 
the routing objected to then and 
now by some residents of 1 and 2 
Westway and 10 Crescent (corner 
of Westway and Crescent). Most 
of the homes in the 1-court face 
the street described by these resi¬ 
dents as narrow and with a high 
crest mid-block. The city has re¬ 
ceived similarly worded letters from 
about 10 Westway residents asking 
the city council to reconsider its 
position. 

Mrs. McDermot, a letter writer, 
who has four young children, told 
council that "while buses are not 
speeding, they do come very close 
to the parked cars and driveways." 
Her concern, she said, is for her 
children. 

Another writer, Tom Dwyer, re¬ 
lated the difficulties buses have in 
negotiating the right turn at Cres¬ 
cent. The bus must sit, idling, (10 
to 15 seconds) until it has suffic¬ 
ient time to turn the corner, he said, 
and then, “cannot negotiate that 
comer safely. There is a school 
crossing there (near the corner on 
Westway)." He, too, felt the buses 
were dangerous to neighborhood 
children. 

“You can't sit in your yard" 
without being “dieseled to death," 
Robert Krider told council, “Don't 
know how you could hang out laun¬ 
dry. (The buses already have) an 
excellent way to come into Green¬ 
belt — South way." he stated. 

The route “either should turn 
right at Westway onto Ridge Rd. 
toward Southway or turn left onto 
Ridge and around to Crescent . . . 
Were there no better alternative, 
I would not be here," said Nat 
Shinderman, another letter writer. 
He questioned why his block of 
Westway had been chosen at all. No 
one on the block ever uses the bus, 
he claimed. 


route we'd have someone objecting 
(til) we’d have no bus in Green¬ 
belt." 

Likowski said she was “amazed" 
at the objections to the F-6 bus 
which she considered a very desir¬ 
able service, eliminating long waits 
at Beltway Plaza. The F-6 offers 
direct service to the University of 
Maryland, she said, students and 
older people use the bus regularly, 
especially in the early morning and 
evening. Distressed, she remind¬ 
ed all that at last spring’s public 
hearing on the F-6 routing “I heard 
the (representative from the) Coun¬ 
ty Department of Transportation 
say (that if asked to change the 
routing) they would consider dis¬ 
continuing it." 

Council’s Response 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld re¬ 
called from discussions last spring 
that there had been problems with 
having the bus turn onto Ridge to 
avoid that one block of Westway. 
“Metro did not want to turn left 
— the longer distance would take 
too much time. With the right turn 
there was concern that the buses 
would come too close to the gar¬ 
ages on Ridge in making the turn,” 
he said. 

i 

“If the bus is rerouted, where do 
you put it?" asked councilman Tom 
White.' “Left? Right? — I am not 
impressed by those routes being 
better than Westway. Narrowness 
is about the some. No route is 
more accommodating . . 

“If we had the smaller size bus¬ 
es (that are on order)" that would 
help, said councilman Charles 
Schwan. “I would not want us to 
make any kind of a decision to¬ 
night." 

Councilman Richard Castaldi felt 
that council should make sure the 
routes selected for buses are the 
best possible and will get the best 
ridership. “Public input is import¬ 
ant," he said.

Charles Wells, in summing up for 
the group, asked members of coun¬ 
cil how they would like to “awaken 
at 6:14 a.m. to a bus idling outside 
your house." The group was par¬ 
ticularly distressed by recent an¬ 
nouncements of increased service 
on the F-6 line, he said, the even¬ 
ing hours will be extended from 10 
p.m. to midnight, also, service will 
include Saturdays. Worst of all, he 
continued, the T-16 which now runs 
along Greenbelt Road will come into 
town following the F-6 route to 
take Greenbelt passengers to the 
Metrorail station in New Carroll¬ 
ton beginning December 3. Thus, 
he noted, buses will run every 15 
minutes instead of 30. Wells also 
indicated that “there are never 
more than three people on the bus" 
when it gees past his house. 

William Feller and Barbara Li¬ 
kowski were the only members of 
the audience to speak in favor of 
keeping the present routing. 

Feller, who had been in an auto¬ 
mobile accident, told council he had 
had to take a cab to his doctor but 
was now able to go conveniently 
and cheaply on the F-6 bus. 

“If the bus is rerouted it would 
affect many more families than the 
20 mentioned tonight ( referring to 
those who live on the one block of 
Westway)." Feller told council 
“Wherever you put the bus, you’ll 
have others disturbed. . , . every 



“Council spent numerous evenings 
on this bus route," Mayor Richard 
Pilski reminded both council and 
audience. But he was willing to go 
through it again.

present quarters, Dennison explain¬ 
ed that the basement was not usa¬ 
ble space Glover also cited the 
need for a parking lot for custom¬ 
ers, employees and post office ve¬ 
hicles. As far as continuing to 
use the present lot, Schwan noted 
that there have been com plaints a- 
bout the parking in the center. 
Glover opined that it was not us¬ 
ually less expensive to tear down 
a building and put in a new one. 
Besides, Dennison said, the post 
office can't do anything unless the 
owner wants to. Requesting docu¬ 
mentation, White asked “does the 
post office make armchair or sci¬ 
entific decisions about locations?" 
Dennison replied that a documen¬ 
ted decision based on costs involved 
had been made about building in¬ 
stead of leasing. However, he ad¬ 
mitted, they did not ask the owner 
because they had determined it was 
not really feasible in terms of the 
parking size or layout desired 

Instead, he said, postal officials 
tried to find a site as close as pos¬ 
sible to the present location. Nei¬ 
ther of the representatives, present 
could tell council specifically which 
sites the postal service real estate 
department had examined. How¬ 
ever, of the sites examined Denni¬ 
son called Parkway the best in 
terms of cost, size and closeness. 
The News Review has been inform¬ 
ed by postal officials that the sites 
considered were parcel 15-next to 
the American Legion, Hamilton 
Place- across from GHI offices, Pla¬ 
teau and Ridge (however there is 
»o land available here) and Beltway 
Plaza. Dennison explained that the 
matter of a new postal facility was 
brought up again when the Mary¬ 
land/D.C. district recently consoli¬ 
dated. Pilski requested that official 
information be sent to the city about 
the sites examined. 

Council was shown tentative blue¬ 
prints for the Parkway site. Four¬ 
teen customer parking places are 
located at the front of the'site. Be¬ 
hind them on the Crescent side of 
the plot the 6,860 square feet build¬ 
ing would be located on about a 
third of the site. Beside the build¬ 
ing would be 25 carrier parking 
■spaces and one official space, while 
12 employee spaces would be at the 
back of the site. Behind the building 
would be a large maneuvering area. 
Gates next to the building would 
shut off all but the customer lot at 
night. The building was depicted as 
a modern red, white, and blue stuc¬ 
co design sunk into the earth with 
plantings on the earth berm. One 
wall is designated as an expansion 
wall to be moved out if needed af¬ 
ter about ten years so that the 
site would be big enough for ten 
more years. Noting that the other 
buildings in town are brick, Pilski 
said he felt it didn’t blend in archi¬ 
tecturally However, some individ¬ 
uals present liked the plans. Wei- 
denfeld asked at what stage the 
city could have input if it did not 
like the plans. He was told that 
a 30% concept design would be sub¬ 
mitted to the city after the post 
office submits it to the National 
Capital Planning Commission (NC- 
FC). Weidenfeld suggested the city 
be shown pictures of possible struc¬ 
tures 

Citizens present were concerned 
abcrut the origins of the mail growth 
and the use of trucks at the pro¬ 
posed facility. Dennison cleared up 
a statement made by Emory Har¬ 
man at the GHI informal hearing. 
Oreenbelt is not working mail for 
the Riverdale Central facility. In¬ 
stead, the sectional facility is do¬ 


ing Greenbelt work by sorting mail 
into individual routes, and some¬ 
times does not have time to do 
this for Greenbelt. Not only is the 
post office concerned about the 
growth in the 20770 zip code area, 
but also about the volume of mail 
the individual customer receives. 
Individuals present suggested the 
growth was outside the core of 
Greenbelt in the area of office 
buildings. 

Castaldi was concerned that there 
was nothing to prevent the post 
office from using tractor-trailers. 
Dean S. Flemming, Maryland/D.C. 
District Manager has previously 
stated that at Parkway the “current 
use of a 5-ton truck to transport 
mail on an average of twice a day 
would remain unchanged." Nev¬ 
ertheless, Weidenfeld asked whe¬ 
ther the increased volume of com¬ 
mercial mail would mean more and 
larger trucks. Glover explained that 
tractor-trailers are only needed for 
a few routes depending on the kind 
of business there, such as one with 
a large volume of parcels or bulk 
mail. 

Council unanimously expressed its 
desire to maintain a full service 
customer facility in the center. A 
sorting facility would then be lo¬ 
cated elsewhere. Glover, however, 
repeated the post office objection 
that two buildings would not be 
cost effective. Although Glover said 
the postal service would always 
consider a self-service facility, 
Schwan said he would not settle 
for a kiosk. Pilski agreed, although 
he wondered how the post office 
could go ahead with the owner, 
who wants to rezone the commer¬ 
cial center. 

Ronald Don Bullian asked about 
time for the garage occupants to 
move, explaining that as part of 
his business he had 800,000 maga¬ 
zines stored in twelve of the gar¬ 
ages He said several other busi¬ 
nesses were located in the garages. 
It was suggested that he contact 
GHI. Dennison said nothing would 
be done with the property for six 
months, anyhow 

Dennison thought that the city 
had seen and approved an A-95 
Metropolitan Clearinghouse Review 
for the Parkway site. However 
council could only recall seeing a 
program for an unnamed site. Coun¬ 
cil discussed possible alternative 
sites, ruling out the land behind 
the Mobil station as too small and 
that in front of Center School as 
a non-compatible use. Arranging a 
site somewhere around the back 
parking lot and Candy Cane City 
was discussed. However city Man¬ 
ager James Giese said there was a 
deed restriction on the parking lot. 
In preparation for the December 
4, meeting, Giese was directed to 
make a sketch and rendering of 
the possible parking lot-Candy Cane 
City site. In analyzing the Park¬ 
way site, Schwan said “If we can't 
come up with a reasonable alterna¬ 
tive, I don’t think this is all that 
bad.” 


News Line Gives Rundown 

Prince Georges County Council 
has a new around-the-clock in¬ 
stant news line — 952-3939. The au¬ 
tomatic answering telephone line 
gives citizens and reporters a daily 
rundown on actions by the County 
Council, scheduled public hearings 
and pending votes on legislation 
either in Council committee or be¬ 
fore the full County Council. The 
telephone message is changed daily.

Can Save With Refunds

With the cost of food getting 
to the out-of-sight level and a pro¬ 
jected 10% inflation increase next 
year, people have begun to look for 
ways to save money on their food 
bills. 

One way is to use cents-off cou¬ 
pons which are found in many 
popular magazines and food sec¬ 
tions of the newspapers. These lit¬ 
tle pieces of paper are worth any¬ 
where from 7c to $1.00 or more on 
the purchase price of national pro¬ 
ducts. If the coupons are redeemed 
in stores that feature ‘double cou¬ 
pon values," the savings add up. In 
these stores, a 20c-off coupon on a 
product really earns 40c. If the con¬ 
sumers buy only products for which 
they have coupons, the results will 
be a cartful of savings. To get cou¬ 
pons that are needed and to trade 
coupons, there is a coupon ex¬ 
change at most libraries. 

Now for the good part. After 
you have used a brand-name pro¬ 
duct, save the packaging. Soak can 
labels off in warm water, flatten 
boxes, and salvage as much of the 
package as possible. You are now 
building up a “qualifier" file. 

Refund offers can be found any¬ 
where: in grocery, drug, variety, 
and department stores. A careful 
shopper can go into a store and 
leave with a handful of them. Some 
offers will net 35c or 50c and still 
others can get you $1.00, $2.00, or 
more. The 35c kind may not seem 
like very much, but these days, ev¬ 
ery little bit helps. Some offers are 
always going up, but no matter 
what a product costs, with a free 
coupon, you still pay nothing. 

More savings and refunds can 
be yours if you subscribe to a re¬ 
funding bulletin. The bulletins may 
be small in size but they are full 
of names and addresses of compan¬ 
ies offering refunds. The “qualifi¬ 
ers,” or part of the packing needed 
for a refund, are also listed. Tips 
for more successful refunding are 
offered, advertisements, and often 
a little gossip or tidbit section. 

Incidentally, the rebates offered 
on small and large appliances are 
also refunds. They are being of¬ 
fered on toys too. * 

The clipping, mailing, and sort¬ 
ing of refund offers and coupons 
usually takes 4 or 5 hours per week. 
It is a good idea to stock up on 
both long and short envelopes and 
plenty of stamps. 

Some conscientious individuals 
seem to have gotten the word ahead 
of the rest of us because they are 
the ones who are really saving. At 
least one “super refunder" has been 
on TV in this area. For people who 
are really into it, refunding can 
get a savings of as much as $500 
to $1,500 a year. That’s quite a 
saving! 

In conclusion, refunding is a good 
source of extra money for those 
who wish to take some extra time 
and trouble to take advantage of 
these offers. The average refund 
takes 4 to 6 weeks to process, but 
it’s a great feeling to get money or 
a potential free coupon in the mail. 
Remember, refunding is only pos¬ 
sible on brand name or national 
products. Save all the packaging 
you can, take advantage of any 
refund offers that come your way, 
and you, too, will see that refund¬ 
ing is great!

According to post office officials, if GHI members had turned 
down the Parkway site for a post office, there were other sites in 
Green belt under consideration - Beltway Plaza, Parcel 15, and 
Hamilton Place across from the GHI office. Al^o mentioned were 
the Golden Triangle and Greenbelt East tracts. 


In a letter dated November 22, to 
Postmaster Emory Harman Belt- 
way Plaza developer -Sidney 
Brown noted that: “Some time ago, 
I spent a lot of time making pro¬ 
posals to the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment in my shopping center for 
them. After finally agreeing on 
something, I never heard from them 
again. If you want a new post 
office, I would like to build one in 
this shopping center, as I previ¬ 
ously tried to . . 

A spokesman for the post office 
said that he was in the process of 
collecting information for the city 
relating to (1) the various sites stu¬ 
died by the real estate department 
of the post office and (2) the leasing 
of post office facility versus owning 
the facility. 

Postmaster Harmon thought the 
«ite Brown was referring to was 
one located near the First Federal 
Savings and Loan Building on 
Cherrywood Lane, an area he said 
that did not appear to be topograph¬ 
ically suitable. (Brown was out of 
town and could not be reached for 
comment.) 

When the post office department 
©nd Brown had their first discus¬ 
sions, Brown made a proposal by 
letter in July 1975, relating to the 
location of the facility behind First 
Federal. At that time, the post of¬ 
fice department was seeking a much 
larger tract, 125,000 sq. ft., instead 
of 58,000 sq. ft., the size of the 
Parkway site. Post office officials 
responded to Brown by explaining 
they were holding off until there 
was a reevaluation of the post of¬ 
fice’s needs. 

Part of the site offered by Brown 
in 1975 will be used for a. skate¬ 
board park, but Brown indicates in 
his letter that he would like to work 
something out. 

Another possibility that was ear¬ 
ner discussed was utilizing a por¬ 
tion of the first floor of Klein’s. The 
major part of the 113,000 sq. ft. 
first level is expected to be occupied 
•by K-Mart. However, the post of¬ 
fice department wants a free-stand¬ 
ing building. Presently, a self- 
service postal unit is located in 
the Beltway Plaza parking lot. 

The developers of Parcel 15, (lo¬ 
cated off Greenbelt Hoad near the 
American Legion Post home) have 
©Iso indicated that they would wel¬ 
come a post office facility on their 
tract. 

* # s* 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board has recommended that “every 
effort be made to maintain the post 
office in the commercial center.” 
APB believes that Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents would be best served if the 
post office, or at least the customer 
services, were to remain in the 
Center. 

APB also suggested that (1) solu¬ 
tions used by other communities in 
solving a similar problem should 
be examined to assess their feasibil¬ 
ity, and (2) utilization of space un¬ 
der the post office, as well as lo¬ 
cating customer services in a smal¬ 
ler facility in the Center, or locat¬ 
ing a new facility in the commerc¬ 
ial center area, should be consid¬ 
ered. 

APB noted that, if it were not 
possible to maintain the facility in 
the center area; the Parkway site 
is the next best location. In re¬ 
viewing the architectural render¬ 
ings, the board recommended that

Mailing dates for domestic, mili¬ 
tary and international mail were 
announced by the post office for the 
1978 holiday mailing period. 

By Dec. 1, surface parcels to Alas¬ 
ka and Hawaii, Parcel Air Lift 
(PAL) to Greenland, and surface 
mail to Canada and Mexico should 
be mailed.

“a walkway for pedestrian access 
through Candy Cane City/Braden 
Field should be provided; (b) par¬ 
king areas should be adequately 
screened from Crescent Hoad; (c) 
the adequacy of planned customer 
parking should be examined; (d) 
consideration should be given to a 
drive-in window; and (e) siting of 
driveway entrances should be care¬ 
fully planned so as not to present 
traffic hazards with the Parkway/ 
Crescent Road intersection.”

The present zoning of the pro¬ 
posed post office site on Parkway 
and Crescent is Rural Planned 
Community, not R-10 (high rise) 
as earlier reported in the News Re*- 
view. The County Master Plan for 
the College Park /Greenbelt area 
shows the land zoned as R-10. 

* * * 

The technical name for the 
Greenbelt post office is a complex 
office of the Management Sectional 
Center of Prince Georges County 
(Riverdale facility opened in Janu¬ 
ary 10, 1970). A First Class Post 
Office, the Greenbelt facility is 
leased and houses the Postmaster, 
a supervisor, seven clerks and 25 
carriers (includes replacements). 

The Greenbelt facility handles 
mail with zip code #20770, which 
includes the city of Greenbelt and 
some unincorporated areas along 
Greenbelt Road - Bra6 Brook, 
Chelsea Woods, Goddard Space 
Village and Hunting Ridge. There 
are 16 routes, with eight carriers in 
Old Greenbelt and two with partial 
routes in Old Greenbelt outside the 
core, six carriers in Springhill Lake 
and three carriers covering Wind¬ 
sor Green,Greenbriar and Glen Oaks. 

There are 15 quarter-ton mail 
jeeps and one half-ton truck ser¬ 
ving the post office. Additionally, 
four 5-ton trucks deliver and take 
away mail four times a day - one 
at 5:30 a.m., one at 8 a,m., one 
about 3 p.m. and one at 5:45 p.m. 

* * * 

In a recent letter to the office 
of Representative Gladys Spellman, 
City manager James Giese noted 
that the city council has not yet 
taken a position on the site selected 
by the Postal Service. It has asked 
the Postal Service to defer action 
for a month while Giese explores 
some possible alternatives. He is 
doubtful, however, that any other 
suitable site can be found which 
will meet the Postal Services cri¬ 
teria. 

He pointed out that council mem¬ 
bers feel that having customer ser¬ 
vices in the Greenbelt commercial 
center would be a great convenien¬ 
ce to the residents and would also 
help “maintain the vitality of a 
marginal commercial facility.” At 
the same time, they feel that the 
mail distribution services are a det¬ 
riment to the commercial center be¬ 
cause postal vehicles and employees 
occupy needed parking spaces, and 
could, therefore, be located else¬ 
where. The Postal Service does not 
consider such a separation accept¬ 
able, however, since it would in¬ 
volve increased costs. 

Giese asked if Spellman’s office 
felt that an effort by the city to 
bring about such a separation Would 
have a chance to succeed. If not, 
he noted, council would have to de¬ 
cide whether to approve the pro¬ 
posed site or keep the post office 
in its present inadequate quarters.

the yard is close to the Beltway.” 
Thomas J. Kim, a WHATA Urban 
Planner revealed that the Greenbelt 
Metro station facilities will be much 
larger in comparison to those of the 
existing Silver Spring station, which 
heavily relies on municipal parking 
arrangements 

Final Designs 

Following the General Plans 
Hearing, the WMATA will begin 
drawing up the final design for the 
E route. "At the same time," ex¬ 
plains WMATA Government Rela¬ 
tions Officer Jerry Gough, "we will 
be doing some time up on the Hill, 
getting authorization for a federal 
grant to provide the primary fund¬ 
ing for the track. 

Funding 

Although the route remains un¬ 
funded, proposed funding is divided 
into two plans. Plan I slates the 
operational date for the Greenbelt 
station late in 1985 while Plan II 
pushes its opening back to late 
1987. Under Plan I construction 
cost of the E route from the U 
Street Station to Greenbelt are es- 
imated at $861 million compared to 
the $928 million figure for the Tier 
1 and 2 funding commitments un¬ 
der Plan II. Tier 1 construction 
would include that of Fort Totten 
to Prince Georges Plaza only. The 
completion of Tier 2 would involve 
the Greenbelt Station. 

“E”-Line 

From a WMATA description, the 
“E” Greenbelt route starts north 
of the Gallery Place Station com¬ 
plex south of 7th and H Streets, 
N.W. then proceeds northerly in 
cut-and-cover subway and earth 
tunnel beneath 7th Street, N.W., U 
Street, N.W., 14th Street, N.W., 
Monroe Street, N.W., Park Road, N. 
W., and Farragut Street, N.W.; cut- 
and-cover subway stations in this 
segment are located at Mount Ver¬ 
non Square-UDC, Shaw, U Street, 
Columbia Heights, Georgia Avenue, 
and Fort Totten (deep alignment). 
Beyond ‘Fort Totten Station, the 
route portals and continues by way 
of surface, cut-and-cover subway 
earth tunnel and aerial structure to 
the afc-grade Stations of West Hy- 
attsville Prince Georges Plaza, Col¬ 
lege Park Stations; and Greenbelt. 
Beyond this point the route contin¬ 
ues on surface and extends beneath 
the Capital Beltway (1-195) to the 
Greenbelt Storage- Yard northeast 
of the Greenbelt Station." 

Typical Metro travel times from 
the Greenbelt station will be 24 
minutes to the Pentagon, 14 min¬ 
utes to Union Station, 21 minutes 
to Metro Center and 30 minutes to 
RFK stadium (requires travel into 
the city and back out to the sta¬ 
dium). 

Ridership 

The WMATA estimates ridership 
from the Greenbelt terminal for the 
year 1990 at a total of 22,638 per 
day with peak usage at 3,451 for a 
single morning hour citing pro¬ 
jections for a significant increase 
in employment opportunities in 
communities around the E route 
between 1970 and 1990. The pres¬ 
ence of two major employment cen¬ 
ters - the University of Maryland 
and Prince Georges Plaza - within 
the most densely populated area of 
the county formed a basis for these 
figures.
